Supreme Court Boles They Are Not 


of White Bace. 


AFFIRM CALIFORNIA DECISION 


Test Case Brought by a Honolulu 


Japanese. 


Claimed He Was Eligible to Become 


Naturalized—Decision Also Pre- 


vents Bace Entering Busi- 


ness Partnership. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13—Japanese 


are not white, within the meaning of 
the American law, and are not entitled 
to citizenship In the United States, 
the supreme court held today. 


The high court affirmed i a decision 


of the California circuit court of ap- 
peals in a test case brought by Takao 
Ozawa, of Honolulu, who claimed he 
was "white" and -was eligible for na- 
turalization as an American citizen. 


At the same time the court upheld 


the Washington supreme court in de- 
nying citizenship to Takuji Yamashita 
and Charles Hio Kono of Seattle. 


The decision held that tb'e two Jap- 


anese were not entitled to naturaliza 
tion under the United States laws and 
th'e-efore could not enter a business 
partnership. 


Sutherland Reads Opinion. 


Justice Sutherland, reading his first 


opinion from the bench since his re- 
cent appointment by President Hard- 
ing, delivered the opinion. He said:

There should be no com- 
petition, at least of a destructive kind, 
in Christianity, it was the opinion of 
those talking on the question. Christ 
did not found 161 denominations. He 
founded one church, probably a good 
way removed from any of the 161 de- 
nominations In practice and sacrificial 
spirit. 


Downtown churches, especially, are 


npt to get stuffy and self-centered. A 
faithful 
few 
maintain a struggling 


work. The churches have lost ti .• en- 
thusiasm of their pioneering rtaya. 
Their budgets aro about the same year 
after year, as are their programs oi 
activities, their policies and the prob- 
able accretions to their membership. 
It was concluded, however, tnat each 
serves a definite purpose. 


All of these churches are too selfish 


of their own interests and especially 
their traditions to get together upon 
any great community program. 
It 


takes about all the lubricating oil they 
manufacture to keep their own wheels 
turning. Their budgets are raised pri- 
marily to maintain the local "work," 
aad this "work" is to a large extent 
the salaries and fixed expenses of the 
denominational needs of the particular 
church and its plant. Wttle is done 
for the outside or community interests. 


This condition is-due largely to the 


officers Qf the various groups, who 
maintain the local "work" with sacri- 
fice and some energy thru a jealous 
fear that a competing plant will get a 
lead that it is not entitled to. There 


Is constant fear that a gentleman's

SCOW'S NOTES 


SUPREME COURT GIVES RELIEF 


TO SAUUDEES COUNTY MAN. 


Had Invested a Very Large Sum of 


Money in Bankers' Fire and 


Claimed He Had Been Vic- 


tim of a Fraud. 


The supreme court entered Judg- 


ment Monday ordering the Bankers' 
Fire Insurance company, now 
func 


tloning as an investment corporation, 
to cancel the notes and mortgages 
given by Cnristian Scow and to le- 
turn him the $5,250 in cash he had 
paid for stock in tne company. 


Scow had contracted to buy 2,010 


shares at $25 a share, from the Bank 
ers' Brokerage company, which han- 
dled the sale :>f tLe stock. The notes 
and mortgage were given to pay for 
1,800 shares. Scow is a wealthy land- 
owner, living in Wahoo, who was a 
liberal purchaser of stock In the days 
when these were being freely peddled 
/ The court says that in a pievious 
opinion it had characterized the bro- 
kerage company's participation in the 
sale of the hre company's slock as an 
entirely fraudulent transaction and 
that it was unnecessary to go into it:> 
details. A pretended sale had been 
made by men who were then' officers 
of the fire company of all stock in the 
latter to the brokerage company; in 
fact, says the court, the latter never 
bought any of the stock but as its 
agents sold it had it issued to pur- 
chasers. 


Byt this means it sold $1,187.000 


worth of stock, but the fire company's 
assets at/the windup of the deal were 
only $634,000. The sale to Scow had 
been accompanied by a promise to 
make him vice president at $2,500 a 
year, which would take care of the in- 
terest on the notes, he was told. The 
agent had no power to promise this, 
the company said, but the supreme 
court disposes of this defense by say- 
ing that it was the lure that got Scow 
to ,buy. It also denies the claim of 
the company that in any event Scow 
is entitled only to a proportionate 
share of the assess with others hi like 
situation with himself 


Since this transaction the company 


has been taken out of the hands of the 
promoters and is operated by the 
stockholders in their 
own interest.

of the money. It being manifestly un- 
just that he should pay half of his sal- 
ary to secure the bond, we pay the 
premium for him, and it is out of the 
premiums thus collected that the In- 
surance company pays any losses due 
to'breach of the-bond. 


The .usual advice to the legislators 


to makje it snappy, pass only 
the 


necessary few laws and then go along 
home is being handed out 
As usual 


it will go unheeded. "It Is a safe bet 
that there will be just as many bills 
Introduced this year as ever before, 
just as many new laws passed and 
just as few old ones repealed. Legis- 
latures always function that way. The 
really necessary work done, if proper 
attention Is given to it, will take sev- 
eral months. Following periods .of 
unrest and discontent^ legislative doc- 
tors always hurry forward with their 
remedies.
